Not being familiar with the HW-8, I would still imagine that it's output 
might be "tweaked" a little but by careful selection of devices in the 
transmitter chain. Heath was notorious for using marginally performing 
devices, and modern components can usually offer an improvement in 
performance. 


Socket the transistors in the transmitter chain, and hand-select the best 
performing units you can find. It would also be worthwhile to check the 
mixer injection and circuitry used to develop the final transmitted 


frequency. 


Don' t overlook the infamous bad toroid cores that some kits had or 
developed. I believe the details on this are at the Lehigh FTP site in 
one of the directories. Also note that if the rig used carbon composition 
resistors, many of them might be way off value and need replacing with 
good carbon film units. Many of the toroids and caps in the bandpass 
filters of my old SB-104A were way off value, thus affecting the rig's 
output on some bands. Check the output across the range of frequency 
coverage, and if there is a great deal of variation in power - there is a 
problem. Areas to check would include the VFO, premix, and TX output 
filters. 


With a little work, it should be possible to coax a few hundred 
milliwatts more output from the rig. Heck, with the right "blueprintings", 
you might even get it up to 3-5 watts. Just be sure the extra output does 
not contain spurious content, so use a scope or keep an eye on the SWR 
when feeding a resonant antenna. 


All those 417-801 NPN (MPSA20) and 417-201 PNP (X29A829) transistors 
Heath liked to use were fairly poor devices, and much better parts could 
and should be used where necessary. Don't be afraid to poke around in the 
schematic for a few more watts. 


Some good ideas on improving HW-8's can be found in Mike Bryce's HW-8 
Handbook, so don't overlook it for help. The HW-7 and HW-9 is also 
covered.

The mod is 
available somewhere on the Lehigh server. 


Don't ask me where. I'm not much of a web surfer.

These mods should be done at the same time 
because you will have to take the rig completely 
apart in each case.Disassembling and reassembling 
the rig is the most difficult part. 


Take your time and you will have no problems. 


Mod #1 
RF gain modification. 


Why do it? 


The QRP++ front end is very sensitive to overload. 
Before the mod, you might have noticed a lower 
volume signal swamped by a louder signal. 


After the mod, you will be able to isolate the weaker 
signal by turning down the RF gain, and turning up the 
AF gain to make up for the signal strength loss. 

You then adjust the SCAF for a narrow setting. 

By turning down the RF gain, you will achieve a 
greater control of the radio. 


I know you will like the rig better after the mod. 


Parts list for this mod will be on the attached file 
in the diagram. 


Mod #2 

Power adjust substitution. 

Why do it? 

Changing power level with the original 

pot is a pain in the back, neck, and elsewhere. 
Doing so means looking behind the rig, getting 


out a small screw driver, keeping and eye on the 
power meter and finally making the adjustment. 


The QRP++ as well as the QRP+ have a cheap 
plastic pot that adjusts the power level. 


It will not stand up to being bumped 
after an external knob is placed on it. 


Bruce Franklin explained that he used this 
particular part to keep the price down, whereas 
the rig was not cheap to begin with. 

The thought at the time was that there was a limit 
to just how much folks would pay for a QRP 

rig. 


Doing the mod: 
Simply remove the old pot and replace it with the new. 


I used Digi-key part # 308n-102-nd. 
This is a 1 k pot (R21 on the diagram). 


This is a Clarostat pot that will fit inside the rig 
and stand up to an occasional bump. 


My rig is a ++ , meaning the mic. gain pot is not there. 
So there is room for the new CW power to be removed and 
the new one put in it's place. 


This mod does not require drilling. 
The RF gain mod does. 


Maybe you can get those pots in there side by each, 
but I thought that it was not worth the trouble to 
try. I drilled the back of the rig about 2 inches 
to the left of the antenna plug. (looking at the 
back of the rig.)

I'm very familiar with Dave Benson and his designs as well as kits. I have 
found all to be excellent without exception. We're lucky to have someone 
like Dave who spends so much time designing, laying out, procuring parts, 
kitting, and finally selling. None of this mighty effort comes cheap or 
easy. TAKE IT FROM ONE WHO KNOWS THRU FIRST HAND EXPERIENCE! !!!! 


Insofar as DC receivers vs. superhet receivers, I'll make a few comments and 
probably set off a firestorm of controversy: 

1) Simply speaking, a superhet receiver is little more than a DC receiver 
with only one selectable sideband being used while the other sideband is just 
filtered out. 

2) Most people who badmouth DC receivers never properly learned to use let 
alone understand the receiver to it's full benefits. 

3) With a properly designed transceiver with DC receiver and RIT, the RIT 
center position is usually the transmit frequency, and the JOY and BEAUTY of 
DC receivers is that you calisten to EITHER upper or lower sideband of the 
other station. SO if another station crowds you on one sideband, you just 
tune the RIT to the opposite sideband and continue operating. No transmit 
frequency has been changed. The other station in the QSO does not know any 
different, and the offending QRM station is gone. Most superhet xtal filter 
receivers do not allow this excellent feature. 

4) For casual operating, DC receivers are not only fine, they have many 
advantages, often including better audio and more sensitivity. 

5) For contest afte contest operating, you will probably be happier with a 
superhet design. 

6) for cost and design simplicity, DC wins. 

7) I've designed and built a $50.00 DC receiver that soundly outperformed 3 
major brand commercial superhet transceiverscosting over $5,000 each. But 
you have to know how to properly operate each before you can properly 
compare. 

8) You can't beat Ham Radio to find something to either bitch about or stand 
up and wave a flag over. And to top it off, you don't even have to know what 
you're talking about. Someone will always agree and another will always 
disagree. 


Ain't nuthin' bashful ‘bout this here flag waver. Been a ham for 42 years. 
Been a crusty ole toot for at least 20. Been having fun all that time.

My HW-8 behaves as you folks describe: one to two watts out, band 
dependent. 


My 38 Special seems way too hot! The 5 watt PA transistor runs cool, 
but output is way over seven watts. I want it legal for qrp...what 
might I have done wrong? 


My just completed (*) Ten Tec T-Kit 1340 is running 1.6 watts out. 
Rescrunched the coils on the low pass filter torroids to no avail. 
(Guess they were tight enough already.) 


Battery voltage is 12.5 key down in all the above. Power measurements 
were done on the same set up (Asahi Seiko Sungyo ME-II E ) into the 


same 50 ohm dummy load. Do these results match yours?

Gang, 


I noticed a couple posts about noisy antenna sites & appropriate fixes. Here 
we have same problem, different setting, all the usual variables that 


reproducing the experiment an exercise in "Why me, Oh Distant Aliens?" 


Out in the outhouse (check it out: 

http: //members.aol.com/nilsbull/wb8ijn.htm), I have noticed that the 30m 
vertical is great on 30m without much noise. Ground mounted (like about 5 
inches off the ground at base) &c. If I use the balanced line feed through my 
antenna tuners via the 4:1 balun, the noise ain't there. The wires on that 
line are oriented pretty much true N-S, which is parallel to the AC line 
coming into the house. On the 50 Ohm coax feed 40 meter (legs laid out pretty 
much NNW-SSE), I can hear the gobbij pretty plain. The TR7 has a good noise 
blinker, so I can suppress about 70% of that. The Argosy also as well even. 


However . 


The attic antenna is a big chunk of wire, probably about 90 feet total 
length, with the apex (top) feed with 300 Ohm television antenna wire that 
comes up a hole in the ceiling of one closet, wanders a couple feet to the 
left of that, crossing the lay of the bottom of the loop (or delta or 
whatever) and then going up to the feed point at the rafter apex. That 
antenna does pick up noise, but it is very slight most of the time. 


What does pick up noise in the attic is the double loop, one each for 10 and 
15 meters, fed with RG8X with the feed line terminated in a 4:1 balun at the 
apex of the 10m looping part. The 15 and 10 m loops are hosed together with a 
chunk of 300 Ohm stuff, about 11 ft long. Now that puppy, it picks up the AC 
line noise, the computer monitor noise (which is horrendous all the time . 

. in fact, when I play radio, I usually turn off the monitor, it's such a QRM 
generator) and the sound of the colored lamps (the name escapes me now . 

the kind of lights that are made of tubes of glass filled with a gas what has 
a color when charged) of the dry-cleaners across the street. 


I thought feeding with 50 ohm coax would keep the QRN/QRM at bay. Guess I 
figured wrong . . . or my design is terribly flawed. (Which, when you think 
of it, is a possibility. My design being flawed, that is. The antenna design 
may also be flawed, but I think my own personal design is a bigger batch of 
flaws than the fleas in my antenna system... ) 


As you can well guess, I use the big loop fed with 300 Ohm stuff most of the 
time. And the 10/15 m loop deal does show some nominal directivity toward 
Europe (at least that I can tell so far). 


Once I get the wasps & yeller jackets out of the outhouse, I'll have to see 
what sort of trouble I can cause. Maybe even get the 3 element homebrew 
whatchit out of the weeds beside the garage and getting it set up for spring, 
when something even more ridiculous will happen . .. but that's another 
story. 


The reverse TVI/QRM/QRN problem is always present, as I see it, especially 


when using antennas that share house wiring, with all outdoor service lines 
coming in off poles &c. Never had this much trouble when we lived in a house 
with all utilities buried and entering from the back yard. But that's even 
another story even. 


I guess it's something that we all learn to live with.

A few explanatory comments on yesterdays solar forecast: 


>JOINT USAF/NOAA REPORT OF SOLAR AND GEOPHYSICAL ACTIVITY 
>SDF NUMBER 323 ISSUED AT 2200Z ON 19 NOV 1997 


>REGION 8108 (N19E03) PRODUCED A LONG-DURATION C1 X-RAY EVENT, 
>MODEST RADIO BURSTS AT 245, 410 AND 606 MHZ ACCOMPANIED THE EVENT. 


X-rays means it was an energetic event occuring near the suns surface 
as X-rays generated within the sun don't normally reach the surface. 
Radio bursts leaving the sun start at high frequencies and drift downward. 


How far "down" they are detected suggests how far away from the sun the 
material from the C-flare was ejected. 200Mhz is about a solar radius. 
(The lowest frequency that escapes the sun is called the Plasma Frequency). 
It takes a VERY energetic flare to cause radio bursts <30MHz. 


>THE REGION IS STILL MAGNETICALLY COMPLEX, WITH A SLIGHT MIXTURE OF 
>POLARITIES EXISTING IN THE MAIN LEADER SPOT. 


Scientists do not know exactly what triggers a solar disturbance, except 
they often occur when sunspot groups begin to develop complex magnetic 
field lines. So when the magnetic fields start getting complex and of 
different polarities, it is time to keep at eye on that region. 


IB. SOLAR ACTIVITY FORECAST: SOLAR ACTIVITY IS EXPECTED TO BE LOW. 
HOWEVER, THERE IS A SIGNIFICANT CHANCE OF AN M-CLASS FLARE FROM 
REGION 8108 IF FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OCCURS. 


Ditto to the above. Gee, I guess they ARE watching this area -hi. 

An M-class flare is a biggie ... almost guaranteed to cause severe bursting 
into the HF spectrum while the disturbance is occuring, and will bombard 
the earth a couple of days later, possibly causing severe geomagnetic 
storming. A large M-class or X-class flare can cause HF blackouts. 
(Although solar activity just isn't quite that hot yet). 


But the forecast for a possible M-class flare is significant. It is 
like a yellow alert.

Getting ready for some camping/ham radio, I was current testing several 
of my rigs. I used a nice regulated Astron 20 and a precision .01 
one percent series resistor. 


Of particular interest was my Alinco DX70t, the version with 10 watts 
on six meters. Initial testing indicated a terrible current drain 

of 9, nine!!! amps on 10 watt transmit. This was partially due to 
use of a .1 ohm series resistor and too small a motorcycle battery. 
On the Astron it was closer to 7.5 amps. 


Anyway, I decided to check out the switch documented in the manual 
to change from 100 watts to 50 watts to see if it changed the low 
power range. It does. The output went from 10 watts out to five 
watts out, QRP range. Power drain still is a bit heavy handed, 
about 6 amps compared to a sedate 2.2 amps for my TenTec Argo 556 
which is producing 3.1 watts output. Both rigs draw about the 
same receive current about 550 ma for the Ten Tec and about 700 ma 
for the Alinco. 


I was particularly pleased to find that the switch cuts the low 
power to a QRP level. Across the various bands power output 
indication ran from about 4.8 watts to 5.1 watts, those readings 
are not precision. It certainly was clear the output power was 
halved at the low power setting however.

Michael and the group, 


The discussion about the "evils" of starting beginners off with not-so-simple 
superhet transceivers, as opposed to beginner-level kits has gone past the 
mid-point. 


On Small Wonder Lab kits , I am not quite in agreement with the suggestion 
that a true beginner needs to start with an (over)simplified project. I have 
built almost everything there was to build in QRP stuff, not to mention 
Knight, Heath, and assorted other departed kitmakers' products. I don't have 
quite the same perspective, because you are leaving out the essence of 
building a kit from a good company (like Dave Benson's). If it doesn't work, 
you can call him for help or even send the kit to back to him to 
troubleshoot. When he fixes it, he will tell you what you did wrong--and 
that will teach you a lot, albeit not as much as finding the problem with a 
Signal tracer or scope. But that comes later. No, kitbuilding is 


instructive, and needn't be frustrating, even if it is more complicated than 
a basic circuit. SWL kits are more likely than not going to work first time 
out of the starting gate, even if built by a novice. But if they don't, it 
will be comforting that there is a good proprietor behind the firm who can 
help--that beats simplicity for simplicy sake. 


There is, too, the other side. It may be equally frustrating to build an 
oversimple kit and find that it works, but poorly. I remember being annoyed 
to death with Ramsey QRP kits that worked so poorly they weren't worth 
building. And same with the old dual gate MOSFET DC receivers that the books 
all had at one time. I built one from a 73 Mag article that was simply 
awful. That is really no fun, and it takes all the joy out of building. 

Isn't it better to build something good, that is fun to use the day after it 
is completed...and the day after that? 


I have contested with a Benson/SWL rig--actually his simplest one, the SWL80. 

It is a terrific little performer, and I think I got a certificate for first 
in a single band with that little radio. Now, wasn't that worth building, 
even if I had been a beginner and had had to struggle? Wish I had such a rig 
when I was young. Anyway, that's my opinion. 


Which brings me to the flame-attracting part of this discussion. Why do we 
foist regenerative receivers on beginners? They are hard to understand, and 
they are a royal pain to use. An experienced regen op has to keep two hand 
on the receiver at all times to ride the regen as he/she tunes. That's worse 
than trying to operate CW in a stick-shift car! (I know, some of you 
actually do that too.) They are fine for nostalgic builders, but let's try 
to encourage beginners to build equipment that can continue to give good 
service!

TNX for putting the truth out about DC RXs. We in Chuck's club, Nortex 
QRP, have a member who is working on a second WAS, this time milliwatt 
instead of 5W, with a DC RX. He uses an audio filter only for the highs as 
he likes to be able to tune thru zero beat audibly. This allows him to zero 
out an offending signal. He also works on the theory that a lower frequency 
than can be passed by most filters is better for the tough going, and a DC 
can be adjusted down to an audible of 200 cy, like spark. 


As to homebrewing, if one starts out with a DC and learns its strengths, 
he must think a long time before going further to the trouble of cobbling up 
a superhet with the attenedent alignments and spurs. Of course, superhet 
kits are widely available, but that is not homebrewing in the larger sense.
